With Cabinet Representation 


By SENATOR SAMUEL D. NICHOLSON of Colorado. 


Upou our entrance into the World war an analysis 


of the mining industry showed the United States gov- 
ernmental machinery to be woefully deficient to cope 
with the many problems of mineral production. There 
was no executive branch of the government with well 
co-ordinated facilities to assume the responsibility 
which was imposed. 
It became necessary, therefore, 


to create many independent agencies for the purpose 
of extending and developing the governmental ma- 
chinery. I have therefore introduced senate bill 1957, 
to establish a department of mines, with cabinet repre* 


wntation for the mining industry. 


Practically all of the foreign nations regard the mining industry so 


important that they have made special governmental provision for it in 
creating departments of mines. Under the present system the United 
Statee geological survey and the bureau of mines are but two subordinate 
bureaus among fourteen over whioh the secretary of the interior must 
exercise control. 


The American Mining congress, at its twentieth annual meeting, in- 


dorsed this bill, setting forth among other things that the employment of 
19,000,000 wage-earners, of which some 5,000,000 are now out of employ- 
ment, is dependent directly or indirectly upon the products of the mines, 
the implements of agriculture, the machinery of industry and the tools 
of trade, and that the agricultural industry in 1889, when a cabinet repre- 
sentative for that industry was appointed, had a total value of production 
of less than $2,500,000,000, while the mining industry had during 1920 an 
estimated value of production of over $7,000,000,000. 


I am an exponent of economy in the expenditure of public funds. 


The creation of this new department will effect economies arising from 
the elimination of all duplications of effort of the various agencies now 
employed and will expand the present governmental service to the industry 
at less expense. The indirect benefits which would accrue to the public 
generally would be an even more important consideration.

Home building is an art, not a science, that feAv persons in the world 


are acquainted with. 
The usual thing in America and in other countries 


is for the prospective home owner to get in touch with an architect. AVhen 
a man builds his home he should go to the furniture dealer before he lays 
a stone upon a stone or a brick upon a brick. 


This may sound rather strange, but the proper way to build a home 


ie from the inside out. A man should first measure his purchasing pow^L 
eee what kind of interior equipment he can buy and after that talk busi- 
ness with an architect and a builder. He .will then know just what kind 
of a home he can afford to have. This is a much more sensible way of 
doing tilings than the method now in vogue. The usual way persons go 
about home making is this: They select the architectural design, have 
the house constructed, then go down to the furniture dealer and have all 
eorts of stuff sent over to the new residence. Selected and picked in a 
hurry, most of this furniture looks out of place at the very outset and sel- 
dom lasts long. Members of the Chicago Institute of Art are therefore 
advising folks to invert the methods of home making now in vogue—to 
build their home from the inside out..

In a Democracy Education Is in Aim a 


Public and Not Private Benefit 


By PRESIDENT DAVID KINLEY, University of Illinois. 


In a democracy education is in aim a public and not a private benefit. 


The purpose of public education is not to train the boy or girl to be able 
to make a better living for his own benefit, but to train him so that by 
being better able to make a better living and by being better able to dis- 
charge the duties of citizenship, he will be a more fit member of a demo- 
cratic society. 
In short, the purpose of public education is to insure the 


perpetuation of our democracy on a higher grade of intelligence and eco- 
nomic content than would otherwise be possible. 


Certain it is that a larger number of citizens must receive higher educa- 


tion aa the complexity of political and economic life increases. 
The politi- 


cal problems of a century ago were fewer and simpler than those of today. 
The amount of information and the trained intelligence necessary to form 
judgments on questions of national and international policy before the 
people of this country today is greater than we needed a century ago. 


Today BO citizen is properly fitted to cast a vote if his education is 


limited by that of the old-fashioned little red schoolhouse. Fortunately, 
newspapers, periodicals and books furnish most of us with an education 
beyond that of our formal schooling.

O\er this mixture spread 
the t'ollo\\ Ing : Co«>k one sliced onion. 
t w o cupftiN of Hamburg steak, one 
sliced tomato, ono toaspoonful of salt, 
one and one-Unit" tea>poonfuis of chili 
popper. Place over the whole another 
layer of the mush niul bake one-half 
hour. 


Tomato and Hominy. — Take one rnn 


of cooked whole hominy, tuo ctipfuls 
of canned tomatoes, one teaspoonful of 
salt, one tahlespoouful of sucar. pep- 
per and one onion, two strips of hacon 
and one egg. 
P-oi! together for fifteen 


minutes the hominy and tomato, sea- 
soned with tho salt, sugar and pepper. 
Cut the bacon and onion into small 
pieces and brown sliirluly In a frying 
pan. Add these to the boiled mixture. 
Kohl in the beaten egg and bake in 
the oven until the egg sets. 


Gelatlned Beef. — Boil a piece from 


the neck and think that Is fat until 
It drops from tho bones; when coo! 
enough to handle, remove nil the bone 
and sinew; season with salt and pep- 
per and place In small bowls, pouring 
over the liquor in which the meat was 
cooked. 
Put a weight on earn and 


when cold It is ready to slice. Other 
seasoning may be added as well ns 
hard-cooked rcors, to add to Its ap- 
pearanco nnd food value. 


Pea Timbales.— Sift a can of peas 


through the colander, season to taste 
with salt and popper, stir in the beaten 
yolk of one egg, ono tablespoon fnl of 
butter and then add the stlflly beaten 
white of the "gg- 
lri" greased tlm- 


balo molds two-thirds full and poach 
in the oven until just firm enough to 
turn 
out.

WOMEN MAKE THEIR OWN DRESS 


FORMS AT HOME VERY CHEAPLY 


Home Uemonsti <ttion 
to Make Dress Forme ot 


Plaster. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 


of Aciloulture ) 


Every woman wiio makes garments 


for herself longs for a dres.s form, if 
Blie does not alieady possess one, and, 
If .she does, she icgards it as one of 
the most necessary pieces of sewing 
equipment that she has. It is very 
difficult to fit oneself. When the arms 
lire moved to change a pin or a bas- 
ting which needs adjusting, the fit of 
the whole garment is changed, and 
the titter does- not know where the 
right place is for the seam or the trim- 
ming. A dress form or Betty, as it 
is often called, does away with this 
difficulty, but because of the expense 
of the commercial ones few women in 
the past have felt they could afford 
to own one. 


Garment making clubs are among 


the most popular of the many organ- 
ised hi the home demonstration agents 
who are sent out by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, and their 
members are learning easier and bet- 
tor ways of dressmaking. The exten- 
sion workers soon discovered that the 
farm woman who attempts to do part 
or all of her own sewing—and the ma- 
jority 
of them 
do—encounters the 


most difficulty in fitting the garments 
and adjusting the trimming. What 
blie needs is a dress form, and since 
dress forms are bejond the means of 
the larger number, the home demon- 
stration agents had to set their wits 
to work and invent a homemade sub- 
stitute. 


Kinds of Dress Forms. 


Today 
thousands of these 
home- 


made dress forms are in use in the 
rural and small town homes of this 
country. In Merrimac county, N. H., 
17 communities have organized them- 
selves, for the purpose of making 
dress forms. This means that the ma- 
jority of women In that county will 
have one of these conveniences. 


At present four kinds of dress forms 


are being used. The first is the most 
expensive, and Is made with a com- 
mercial dress form and a lining to tit 
all the lines of th-e wearer's figure. 
The lining is adjusted over the dress 
form, and stuffing is put in between 
the lining and the form until the lin- 
ing is tightly filled. 


Another variety is made by stuffing 


a tight-fitting lining with excelsior, 
cotton, or some like substance. This 
is not as satisfactory as it might be, 
for great care must be exercised to 
give the dress form the right lines and 
it loses its shape more or less rapidly. 


A third method is to cover a tight- 


fitting lining, while It is on its owner, 
with plaster of parls; this is allowed 
to harden, and the whole is then care- 
fully removed. The lining should have 
an opening down the front. 
Stuffing 


is then put in until* It is firm. 


Most Satisfactory Settles. 


The most satisfactory home-made 


b-ettles, 
however, 
are 
made 
with 


gummed paper. 
This variety costs 


less than a dollar, and is said to give 
as good satisfaction as one which 
brings $20 across a counter. They 
are made by pasting two thicknesses 
of gummed manila sealing paper on a 
tight-fitting undervest while on the 
prospective owner's figure When the 
gum lias dried, the jacket is removed 
by slitting down the back and front. 
These halves are then put together 
again with gummed paper. The gen- 
eral effect is that of a heavy papier- 
mache form. 
One of the best features 


of a home-made betty is that it is 
an exact duplication of the woman's 
own form. 


The dress form means a real saving 


in money us well as time and patience 
to every woman whether she is mak- 
ing new clothes or making over old 
ones.

Ilice Hour may be used in various 


kinds of breads, cakes and cookies, the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture suggests. Because of tho lack of 
gluten, rice flour alone is not suitable 
for making bread, but bread of good 
texture may be made from 
mixed 


wheat and rice flour. Rico flour is also 
an excellent substitute for wheat in 
waffles and certain kinds of cookies 
end cake. 


Rice Flour Waffles.

WINTER DRIVING 


Motor Expert Tells How to Se- 


cure Best Results With Car 


During Cold Weather, 


RICH MIXTURE IS REQUIRED 


Where Heated Garage Is Used Little 


Difficulty Will Be Experienced in 


Starting—Drain Radiator 


on Cold Nights. 


Present day grades of gasoline do 


not easily vaporize unless a sufficient 
amount of heat is present. For this 
reason, nn excessively rich mixture 
Is required when starting in order 
that some of it will retain its vapor 
like form and reach the cylinders The 
remalnpdr will decondense and either 
flow back through the manifold or 
leak past the piston rings and finally 
reach the oil In the crank case Gaso- 
line is an enomy of lubrication and for 
this reason the crank case oil should 
be changed more frequently in winter 
than in summer, says H. W. Slauson, 
M. E., in Leslie's Weekly. 


If a car is kept in a heated garage 


no difficulty will be experienced in 
winter starting, for the interior of 
the cylinders and the cooling water 
will be kept at summer temperature. 
Starting conditions in a cold garage 
are different, however, nnd It must 
be remembered that excessive amounts 
of gasoline are required for the "warm- 
Ing up" process which seems to be so 
necessary before an engine can be 
expected to develop Its normal power. 


Drain Radiator. 


From 
the sandpolnt of 
efficiency 


rather than convenience, the best way 
Is to drain the radiator on cold nights 
and to fill the cooling system with 
warm water when the car is to be used. 
This then places the entire engine In 
the same condition, as regards temper- 
ature, as though It had been operated 
for fifteen or twenty minutes, and will 
save the amount of gasoline which 
would otherwise be required to bring 
the entire system to this temperature. 
It will save dilution of the crank case 
oil. and through the ease of starting 
which Is thus assured will save the 
severe strain on the battery which cold 
weather usually entnils. The battery 
Is an expensive necessity of car opera- 
tion, and long periods of use of the 
Rtarfer before the 
motor will 
re- 


spond, represent a punishment which 
the battery manufacturer deplores and 
Which amounts to a serious Item of 
cost to the owner for battery recharg- 
ing, rental, repair or renewal. 


Radiator covers, robes and the like 


will serve to retain the heat of a water 
cooled car for several hours. 
Cars 


which are kept standing idle on the 
street or in garages for more than 
three or four hours, however. In ex- 
ceedingly cold weather should be pro- 
vided with some form of anti-freezing 
mixture In the radiator. 
A 2f> 
per 


cent solution of alcohol (ono-quarter 
alcohol and three-quarters water) will 
freeze «t zero, a 30 per cent solution 
will freeze at five degrees below and 
a 40 per cent solution will freeze at 
twenty degrees below. 


Glycerin Can Be Used. 


It should be remembered that the 


boiling point of alcohol Is much lower 
than that of water and consequently 
this proportion of alcohol will be re- 
duced rapidly as a car Is operated 
Glycerin may prevent this evapora- 
tion to a certain extent, but one manu- 
facturer 
recommends tho 
following 


nntl-freezing solution • Alcohol 20 per 
cent, glycerin, 20 per cent and water GO 
per cent, thus giving a nonfreezing 
Insurance to the point of twenty de- 
grees below zero. 
Proportions of 16, 


16 and 68, respectively, will prevent 
freezing to points within five degrees 
below zero. 


The above suggestions, of course, 


apply only to the water coolod car 
The air cooled car lends itself to the 
operating conditions of the moment al- 
most immediately. 


IMPROPER CLEANING 


WILL SPOIL FINISH 


Easy Matter to Ruin Appearance 


of New Automobile. 


Lack of Washing or Not Knowing How 


Will Go Further Toward Marring 


Finish Than Any Other Thing 


—Get Mud Off. 


You may mistreat tlie engine fre- 


quently before It begins to complain, 
but the finish can be mistreated once 
or twice—then there Is little left to 
damage, says William II. Stewart, Jr., 
president of the Stewart Automobile 
school of New York. 
The lack of 


washing or not knowing how to wash 
a far will go further toward ruining 
the appearance than any other thing. 
The varnish of a new car is benefited 
and hardened by washing with cleu 
cold water, but mud that is allowed to 
dry upon the body takes the oil from 
the varnish and leaves the finish mot- 
tled and streaky. Dirt is not the only 
enemy, for gases from the garage and 
even the atmosphere of some districts 
attack the finish of the car that is not 
frequently washed. 


"Begin by cleaning the top," says 


Mr. Stewart. "Take a stiff brush and 
remo\e the dust, then either sponge It 
or use a soft cloth "with warm water 
and pure .soap. A chamois kept es- 
pecially for the purpose will hasten 
the doing and the top must not be 
folded until it is thoroughly dry- 
The 


upholstery, if of cloth, 13 best cleaned 
by sponging with water containing a 
little .salt and alcohol. 


"In cleaning the body, be sure to 


remove the nozzle of the hose and 
How the water over every part of the 
body. This win stive to wash off most 
of the dust and also loosen the mud. 
In cases where the car is very dirty 
it is best to do this and then let It 
stand for a few minutes, before going 
over it again with the hose. Then 
take a soft sponge and follow the hose 
over the body. If certain portions are 
grease spotted these should be washed 
separately with pure water and ca&tlle 
soap, but except in this one instance 
soap of any kind should be avoided on 
the body. 


"The road oil and grease that col- 


lects on the running gear require dif- 
ferent methods of removal and also 
other tools. Special brushes and soap 
suds will get at the grease in Inac- 
cessible corners. In the case of the 
wheels hubs, care should be used to 
pre\ent water and grit working Into 
the bearings."

To Establish a Department of Mines, 
With Cabinet Representation 


By SENATOR SAMUEL D. NICHOLSON of Colorado. 


Upon our entrance into the World war an analysis 
of the mniing industry sliowed the United States gov- 
cnunental machinery to be woefully deficient to cope 
with the many problems of mineral production. 
There 
was no executive branch of the government with well 
SC'^ 
^ 1 
co-ordinated facilities to assume the responsibility 
which was imposed. 
It became necessary, therefore, 
to create many independent agencies for the purpose 
of extending and developing tlie governmental ma- 
B B ^ 
J | | H | | 
chinery. 
I have therefore introduced senate bill 1967, 


to establish a department of mines, with cabinet repre^ 
eentation for the mining industry. 


Practically all of the foreign nations regard the mining industry so 
important that they have made sjK'cial governmental provision for it in 
creatmg departments of mines. 
Under the present system the United 
Statoc geological survey and the bureau of mines are but two subordinate 
bureaus among fourteen over which the secretary of the interior must 
exercise control. 


The American Mining congress, at its twentieth annual meeting, in- 
dorsed this bill, setting forth among other things that the employment of 
19,000,000 wage-earners, of which some 5,000,000 are now out of employ- 
ment, is dependent directly or indirectly upgn the products of the mines, 
the implements of agriculture, the machinery of industry- and the tools 
of trade, and that the agricultural industry in 1889, when a cabinet repre- 
sentative for that industry was appointed, had a total value of production 
of less than $2,600,000,000, while the mining industry had during 1920 an 
estimated value of production of over $7,000,000,000. 


I am an exponent of economy in the expenditure of public funds. 
The creation of this new department will effect economies arising from 
the elimination of all duplications of effort of the various agencies now 
employed and will expand the present governmental service to the industry 
at less expense. 
The indirect benefits M'hich would accrue to the public 
generally would be an even more important consideration.

Home building is an art, not a science, that few persons in the world 
are acquainted witii.

This may sound rather strange, but the proper way to build a home 
ie from the inside out.

In a democracy education is in aim a public and not a private benefit. 
The purpose of public education is not to train the boy or girl to be able 
to malce a better living for his own benefit, but to train him so that by 
being better able to make a better living and by being bett-er able to dis- 
charge the duties of citizenBhip, he will be a more fit member of a demo- 
cratic society. 
In short, the purpose of public education is to insure the 
perpetuation of our democracy on a higher grade of intelligence and eco- 
nomic content than would otlierwise be possible. 


C^M'tain it is that a larger number of citizens must receive higher educa- 
tion as £lie complexity of political and economic life increases. The politi- 
cal problems of a century ago were fewer and simpler than those of today. 
The amount of information and the trained intelligence necessary to funn 
judgmejits on questions of national and international policy before tlie 
people of this country today is greater tlian we needed a century ago. 


Today no citizen is properly fitted to cast a vote if his education is 
limited by tliat of the old-fashioned little red schuolhouse. 
Fortunately, 
newspajiers, periodicals and books furnish most of ua with an education 
beyond that of our formal schooling.

minutes the hominy nnd tomato, sea- 
soned with tho salt, sugar and pepper, 
r u t 
tho bacon and onion into small 
piocos imd hrown sligiitly In a frying 
pan. 
Add those to tho hoilod mixture. 
Fold in the boaton ogg and bake in 
tho ovon until tho ogg sots. 


Gclatlned Beef.--Boil a pioco from 
the nock and flank that Is fat until 
it drops from tho bones; when cool 
enough to handle, remove all tho bone 
and .slnow; season with salt and pop- 
por and plat e in small bowls, pouring 
ovor the liquor In which tlie moat was 
cookod. 
Put a weight on each and 
when cold It is ready to sllco, 
Otlior 
seasoning nmy be added as well aa 
hnrd-cookod ogirs, to add to Its ap- 
poaranco nnd food value. 


Pea Timbaiea.—Sift a can of poas 
through tho colandor. season to taste 
with salt and poppor, stir in tho boaton 
yolk of ono ogg, one tablo^poonful of 
butter nnd then add tho stlflly boaten 
white of tho ogg.

old missives. 


Perhaps our parents came across 
Ruch valentines, old and yellow and 
decaying, packed away In lavender In 
the bottom of a d'lsty trunk up In the 
attic. Yet when those valentines were 
ilrst penned and put In her hand how 
grandma*s heart did palpitate and the 
blushes rise to her cheeks I No mat- 
ter how halilng the sonnet, or arm- 
gram or triolet, It was the music of 
love to her. "Heart»" "dart" and "art" 
did rhyme sweetly I 


The machint^made valentines that 
we buy nowadays have lost this per- 
sonal touch, though perhaps some of 
thom have gained from an artistic 
point of view. 
Today It Is only the 
school children and a fjjw open-hearted 
Interesfed grown-ups who tlnd the cus- 
tom of vahMitlne making and valen- 
tine giving the fascination that It used 
to be. Why, even Clmrles Lamb wrote 
valentines, and loved to. 


Now the modern young man drops 
In a confectioner's or florist's shop and 
nnlers candy or flowers sent to Her. 
He 
scorns 
tho valentine 
sonnet- 
whereby the girls of twlay are missing 
B heap of romance. 


This was the day when a young man 
might accuse some young woman be 
admired of being a coquette without 
Insulting 
her. In those days "co- 
quetle" had Just 
such a 
naughty 
meaning as "vamp" has totlay. 
It 
meant a heartless trifler. 


If she thereupon sent* hira a hand- 
made valentine on which were two 
bleeding hearts made as one, It was 
her answer to his accusation. It meant 
that conquering the hearts of other 
men than he, meant nothing to her; 
that only his heart and hers In all 
the world counted, that lier heart was 
bleeding for him Just as much as his 
was suffering for her. 


The comic valentine is an outgrowth 
or burlesque of the super-sentimental 
valentine and has almost died out. In- 
stead of pointing out the recipient's 
perfections and charms it dwells vivid- 
ly and uncompllmentarlly on his man- 
nerisms, clothes anrt appearance. In 
colored carlcatuj'e. 
lied hair, large 
noses, blotched complexions, remark- 
irt)le skinniness or avoirdupois are us- 
ually the jocular themes. 
Because 
valentines are sent anonymously, It Is 
possible ' with 
impunity 
to 
remark 
scathingly on the physical character- 
istics or disposition of one's friends or 
foes. 


Brightening the dull, drab month of 
February uud doing their very best 
to cheer up and bring love into our 
hearts, the valentines—the valentines 
srnlle at us with their lace-and-forget- 
me-not daintiness from the shop win- 
dows. 


I^iere are elaborate 
"millionaire" 
valentines of celluloid and blue ribbons 
that come In big lace boxes, 
like 
French dolls; there are valentinos that 
when pulled out like an accordion, be- 
come Cinderella coaches of cardboard, 
laden with Loves and Venuses and 
Cupids, Others resolve themselves In- 
to 
airy 
pink-and-blue 
palaces—you 
never know—peopled with delightful 
goddesses and doves. 


But the best and moat sincere, per- 
haps, are the old-fashioned valentines 
—vistas of foamy paper lace, through 
which you look upon hearts redder 
than lovers' lips. In a prospect of vio- 
lets and forget-me-nots. 
And hidden 
away, like a billet doux In a bouquet, 
a little verse: 


This heart, eweot love, I send to you, 
Topether with these violets blue; 
And if you Uke this heart of mine, 
I pray you be ray valentine. 


Could anything be more simple (fr 
direct to the point? As unerringly as 
Cupid's darts or a beau's rapier, the 
verse carries Its message home. 
It 
may be that the Elizabethan lyrics% 
the love songs of Ilerrick and Love- 
lace and Suckling, survive today only 
In the valentine, 


And^ ah, what memories these har- 
bingers of love bring with them! They 
lead us back along the columbine- 
bordered road to yesterday, over the 
asphodel meadows of Youth and First 
Love and Childhood Fancies, and we 
meet and kiss our first sweethearts 
again—alas, they have gone out of 
our lives these many years. 


And so, dear little Valentine, accept 
these violets and forget-me-nots, and 
hug this message close to your heart— 
for surely a sweetheart is the sweeter 
for a valentine, and, as all wise men 
knowr 'tis love that 'makes the world 
go round.

TEDDY'S VALENTINE 
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Every housekeeper knows that by 
the last of February or iirst of March 
the average family is tired of \ylnter 
vegetables, and yet vegetables are just 
»s necessary In the spring diet, if not 
more so, than In the diet of any otlier 
leason. So the clever cook uses new 
recipes for the stored and canned prod- 
ucts of the garden and in that way 
tempts the languid spring appetites. 


The following recipes are recom- 
mended by tlie exi)erlment kitchen of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture : 


Tomato Toast. 


Rub one quart of stewed tomatoes 
through a strainer. Return to stowpan 
and, if not already seasoned, add two 
level teaspconfuls of salt, half a tea- 
Bpoonful of pepi>er and two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter. 
Place on the fire and 
cook five minutes. 
Have the bottom 
of a hot platter covered with well- 
toasted slices of bread and i)our the 
hot tomato over It. Place a dropped 
or poached egg on each slice of toast 
and serve at once. 


Puree of Cabbage and Potatoes. 


L pint boiled finely- 
drippings, 
minced cabbage. 


1 medium-sized 
potatoes. 


2 tablespoonfuls of 
butter or savory 


Peel the potatoes and put them in a 
Btewpan with boiling water enough to 
cover them. 
Cook just 30 minutes. 
Pour olt the water and mash fine and 
liglit. Beat in the hot milk, seasoning, 
and cabbage. Cook about Cve minutes 
longer. 


Navy Bean Salad. 


Soak beans overnight in plenty of 
cold water. In the worning pour off 
the water and put the beans in a stew- 
pan with cold water enough to to^^r 


quart of beans. They should now cook 
slowly, with the cover partially off the 
stowpan 
until 
tender.

when cool serve with the followinp 
salad di'essing:

United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


Numerous practical tests conducted 
in lunchrooms, bakeries, 
mllk-bottle 
exchanges, etc., have shown that with 
the use of this substance roaches can 
be îoi^pletely exterminated with very 
little trouble and cost and with none 
of the possible dangers attending the 
use of hydrocyanic-acid gas. another 
efficient means of control. 
With the 
use of some dust gun or blower the 
sodium fluorid cart be thoroughly dust- 
ed over the shelves, tables, floors and 
the runways and hldlq^ places of tha 
roaches. 


The Immediate efTeot of the powder 
Is to cause these Insects to come out 
of tielr retreats and rush about more 
or less blindly, showing evidence of 
discomfort, to be followed In the course 
of a few hours by their death. The 
dead or paralyzed roaches can be 
swept up and burned, Qnd complete ex- 
termination 
is 
effected 
within 24 
hours. It Is not definitely 
known 
whether the sodium acts through the 
breathing pores or as a stomach poi- 
son. Probably, however, it acts in both 
ways, Inasmuch as it has been found 
to kill caterpillars fed on foliage dust- 
ed with It.

The work will be continued this year on 
an e\en larger scale. Jn some counties a wall of prejudice against the Inno- 
vation has to be broken down before it can be started. 
Where this is true, 
the success of ilie hot lunch in one school, where It has been established, is 
usually followed by a demand for sometbipg similar in all the adjacent schools.

Every woman who nmkos garments 
for liers(»lf longs for a dross form, if 
ehe does nol already possess one, and. 
If she does, she regards it as one of 
the most necessary pieces of dewing 
equipment 
that she has. 
It Is very 
diflieult to iit oneself. 
When the arms 
are moved to change a pin or a has- 
ting which needs adjusting, tlie fit of 
the wliole garment 
Is changed, 
and 
the 
fitter 
does- not know where 
the 
riglit place is for the seam or the trim- 
ming. 
A dress form or Betty, as It 
is often called, does away with 
this 
diiliculty. but because of the expense 
of the commercial ones few women In 
the past have felt they could afford 
to own one. 


Garment 
making clubs are 
among 
the most popular of tlie many organ- 
ized by the home demonstration agents 
who are sent out by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, and their 
members are learning easier and bet- 
ter ways of dressmaking. 
The exten- 
Bion workers soon discovered that the 
farm woman who attempts to do part 
or all of her own sewing—and the ma- 
jority 
of 
them 
do—encounters 
the 
tnost difllculty in fitting the garments 
and 
adjusting 
the trimming. 
, What 
she needs is a dress form, and since 
dress forms are beyond the means of 
the larger number, the home demon- 
Btration agents had to set their wits 
to work and Invent a homemade sub- 
stitute. 


Kinds of 
Dress 
Forms. 


Today 
thousands 
of 
these 
home- 
made dress forms are in use In the 
rural and small town homes of this 
country. 
In Merrlmac county, N. H., 
17 communities have organized them- 
selves. 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
making 
dress forms. 
This means that the ma- 
jority of women in that county will 
have one of these conveniences. 


At present four kinds of dress fomis 
are being used. 
The first is the most 
expensive, and Is made with a com- 
mercial dress form and a lining to lit 
all the lines of the wearer's 
figure. 
The lining Is adjusted over the dress 
form, and stuillng Is put In between 
the lining and the form until the lin- 
ing Is tightly 
filled. 


Another variety Is made by stufilng 
a 
tight-fitting 
lining 
with 
excelsior, 
cotton, or some like substance. 
This 
Is not as satisfactory as it might be, 
for great care must be exercised 
to 
give the dress form the right lines and 
It loses its shape more or less rapidly. 


A third method Is to cover a tight- 
fitting 
lining, while it Is on its owner, 
with plaster of parís; this is allowed 
to harden, and the whole is then care- 
fully removed. The lining should have 
an opening down the front. 
Stuillng 
Is then put In until- it is firm.

SUGGESTIONS ON 
WINTER DRIVING 


Motor Expert Tells How to Se- 
cure Best Results With Car 
During Cold Weather. 


RICH MIXTURE IS REQUIRED 


Where Heated Garage Is Used Little 
Dimculty Will Be Experienced In 
Starting—Drain Radiator 
on Cold Nights, 


Present day ^jrades of gasoline do 
not easily vaimrlze unless a suillcient 
nmount of heat is pmsent. 
For this 
reason, an 
exc(»sslvely 
rich 
nilxiure 
la required 
when 
starting: in 
order 
that some of II will retain Its vapnr 
like form and reach the cylinders. Tlie 
remalnedr will decondense and either 
flow hack 
throuffh the 
manifold 
or 
leak past the piston rlnirs and 
finally 
reach the oil In the crank case. Oaso- 
llne Is an enemy of lubrication and for 
this reason the crank case oil should 
be chanped more frequently in winter 
thnn in summer, says H. W, SIau.son, 
M, E.. in Leslie's Weekly, 


If a car Is kept In a heated ijaraire 
no difllculty will he experienced 
In 
winter 
starting, 
for 
the Interior 
of 
the cylinders and the cooling water 
will he kept at summer temperature. 
Startinfc conditions in a cold irarage 
are 
different, however, 
and 
It 
must 
be remembered that excessive amounts 
of gasoline are required for the "warm- 
ing up*' process which seems to be so 
necessary 
before an 
engine 
can 
be 
expected to develop its normal power. 


Drain Radiator. 


From 
the 
sandpoint 
of 
efficiency 
rather than convenience, the best way 
is to drain the radiator on cold nights 
and to fill the cooling system 
with 
warm wat^r when the car Is to be used. 
This then places the entire engine in 
the same condition, as regards temper- 
ature, as though it had been operated 
for fifteen or twenty minutes, and will 
save the amount 
of gasoline 
which 
would otherwise be required to bring 
the entire system to this temperature. 
It will save dilution of the crank case 
oil, and through the ease of starting 
which is thus assured will save the 
severe strain on the battery which cold 
weather usually entails. 
The battery 
is an expensive necessity of car opera- 
tion. and long periods of use of the 
starter 
before 
the 
motor 
will 
re- 
Bpond, represent a punishment which 
the battery manufacturer deplores and 
which amounts to a serious item of 
cost to the owner for battery recharg-, 
ing, rental, repair or renewal. 


Radiator covers, robes and the like 
will serve to retain the heat of a water 
cooled car for several hours. 
Cars 
which are kept standing idle on the 
street or in garages for more 
than 
three or four hours, however, in ex- 
ceedingly cold weather should be pro- 
vided with some form of anti-freezing 
mixture in the radiator. 
A 25 per 
cent solution of alcohol 
(ont^-quarter 
alcohol and three-quarters water) will 
freeze «t zero, a 30 per cent solution 
will freeze at five degrees below and 
n 40 per cent solution will freeze at 
twenty degrees below. 


Glycerin Can Be Used. 


It should be remembered that the 
boiling point of alcohol Is much lower 
than that of water and 
consequently 
this proportion of alcohol will he re- 
duced rapidly as a car Is operated. 
Glycerin 
may prevent 
this 
exapora- 
tion to a certain extent, but one manu- 
facturer 
recommends 
the 
following 
antl'freezing solution: Alcohol 20 per 
cent, glycerin. 20 per cent and water 60 
per cent, thus giving a 
nonfreezlng 
Insurance to the point of twenty de- 
grees below zero. 
Proportions of 16, 
16 and 68. respectively, will prevent 
freezing to- points within five degrees 
below zero. 


The above suggestions, of 
course, 
apply only to the water cooled 
car. 
The air cooled car lends itself to the 
operating conditions of tiie moment al- 
most 
Inunedlately. 


IMPROPER CLEANING 
WILL SPOIL FINISH 


Easy Matter to Ruin Appearance 
of New Automobile. 


Lack of Washing or Not Knowing How 
Will Go Further Toward Marring 
Finish Than Any Other Thing 
—Get Mud Off. 


You may mistreat the engine fre- 
quently before It begins to complain, 
but the finish can be mistreated once 
or twice—then there Is little left to 
damage, says William H. Stewart, Jr.. 
president of the Stewart 
Automobile 
school of New York. 
The lack of 
washing or not knowing how to wash 
a car will go furtlier toward ruining 
the appearance than any other thing. 
The varnish of a new car Is benefited 
and hardened by washing with cleui» 
cold water, but mud that is allowed to 
dry upon the body takes the oil from 
the varnish and leaves the finish mot- 
tled and streaky. 
Dirt Is not the only 
enemy, for gases from the garage and 
eveh the atmosphere of some districts 
attack the finish of the car that is not 
frequently washed, 


"Begin by cleaning the top." says 
Mr. Stewurt. 
"Take a stlíí brush and 
remove the dust, then either sponge It 
or use a soft cloth'with warm water 
and pure soap. 
A chamois kept es- 
pecially for the purpose will hasten 
the drying and the top must not be 
folded until It Is thoroughly dry. 
The 
upholstery, if of cloth, is best cleaned 
by sponging with water containing a 
little salt and alcohol. 


"In cleaning tiie body, be sure to 
remove the nozzle of the hose 
and 
fiow the water over every part of the 
body. This will serve to wash off most 
of the dust and also loosen the mud. 
In cases where the car is very dirty 
it is best to do this and then let it 
stand for a few minutes, before going 
over it again with 
the hose. 
Then 
take a soft sponge and follow the hose 
over the body. 
If certain portions are 
grease spotted these should be washed 
separately with pure water and castlle 
soap, but except In this one instance 
soap of any icind should be avoided on 
the body. 


"The road oil and grease that col- 
lects on the running gear require dif- 
ferent methods of removal and 
also 
other tools. Special brushes and soap 
suds will get at the grease in inac- 
cessible corners.

Of fifty stolen cars sold in Ci'dar 
Kapids to innocent purchasers, thirty 
have been traced as coming from Du- 
buque. 
Whether the garage

and those who sold the cars are im- 
plicated, officials were not able to say. 
A state-wide Investigation has been 
ordered into the activities of the ring. 
One man is held here and further ar- 
rests are predicted.
